Over two months ago. city 
workers installed a sign at John 
Mise Park in West San Jose. The 
sign announced that $84,250.00 
would be spent by the city govern- 
ment to upgrade/replace the park's 
restroom facilities as part of the 
Measure P (park bonds) program. 
Work has yet to begin. 

Some residents of the sur- 
rounding neighborhood wonder 
when the project will be com- 
pleted. Others simply wonder if it 
will ever even be started! If the 
city’s past performance at the park 
is any guide, the neighbors 
shouldn’t hold their breath. 

In February 2001, a construc- 
tion fence with barbed wire was 
installed around the children's 


playground area. New playground 
equipment was put in, and a new 
area for swing sets was built. But 
for some reason, the Job took six 
months. From February 9th to Au- 
gust 9th, neighborhood Kids were 
denied access to their park play- 
ground. 

Why did it take the city six 
months to complete a job that 
seemingly should take only two or 
three weeks to perform? 

City representatives explained 
at the time, that jobs like these are 
not performed by city workers, but 


contracted to outside firms who are 


given six months to fulfill their 


contract! 

Why is so much time allocated 
for the installation of playground 
equipment? And, why was the six

tion. are not Mentioned on the sign. 

Justa few miles away in the 
neighboring City of Santa Clara 
work is being done to upgrade and 
refurbish Alvarez Park. (Named tor 
Vietnam veteran and decorated 
P.O.W. Everett Alvarez).

Schwarzenegger dice tener lo 
necesario para ser gobernador 


Los Ángeles, (EFE).- El actor Arnold 
Schwarzenegger confirmó el miércoles su candidatu- 
ra al cargo de gobernador de California. si éste queda 
vacante tras la realización de un referendo de des- 
titución del actual titular, el demócrata Gray Davis. 

El anuncio llegó en el mejor estilo de Hollywood, 
durante la grabación de un popular programa de la 
televisión que se transmitió por cadena nacional a 
todo el país 

“Tengo lo que hay que tener para ser gobernador 
de California”. contesó el actor estadounidense de 
origen austríaco con una frase que parecía salida de 
uno de sus guiones de “Terminator”. 

Con buen humor y rodeado de periodistas y 
seguidores de esta estrella de cine, Schwarzenegger 
puso así fin a semanas de conjeturas sobre su carrera 
política. 

Schwarzenegger, de 56 años. aseguró que tomó 
su decisión tras dos semanas de deliberaciones junto 


a su esposa, la periodista demócrata Maria Schriver, 
perteneciente al clan Kennedy. 

De acuerdo con el actor, se sintió seguro con su 
decisión cuando supo que Shriver la apoyaba al cien 
por cien. 

“Davis no ha cumplido con California”, subrayó 
el actor que por el momento no ha dado a conocer su 
agenda política si bien está asociado con el Partido 
Republicano.

California’s recall election: Good for the greens? 


Editor’s Note: A recall elec- 
tion that looks more like a two- 
party meltdown may be a golden 
opportunity for California's greens.

California's embattled Gov. 
Gray Davis has characterized an 
attempted gubernatorial recall as a 
“Republican coup,” but the actual 
outcome of the October 7 election 
could be a coup of a totally differ- 
ent sort: a victory for those who 
reject both political parties. 

Conservative groups backing 
the recall are giddy over the pros- 
pect of a Republican occupying the 
Capitol. With the Democrats ral- 
lying behind Davis by refusing to 
field a strong candidate should the 
recall pass, many Republicans 
think the governorship is theirs for 
the taking. 

But an unusual “bloc” — be- 
tween a likeable Green Party can- 
didate and a witty political inde- 
pendent with an anti-establishment 
bent — could cut the conservative 
celebration short. 

Peter Camejo, the Green Party 
candidate, received more than 5 
percent of the vote when Davis was 
re-elected last November. Polls 
show Camejo receiving up to 10 
percent of the October vote. 

Arianna Huffington, a Greek- 
born writer and television com- 
mentator who transformed herself 
from a conservative Republican to 
progressive populist in the past few 
years, says she may join the race. 

Camejo has promised to throw 
his support to Huffington if it ap- 
pears she has a shot at winning. 
And because a crowded field 


means that the winner could be 
chosen with a small percentage of 
the total vote, Camejo believes a 
huge upset is within reach. 

“It is very possible that one of 
us throwing our support to the 
other would generate additional 
support and defeat the Republi- 
cans,” said Camejo. “There's a high 
probability that I would be the one 
urging my supporters to vote for 
her.” 

Huffington was once married 
to Republican Michael Huffington, 
who spent nearly $30 million in 
1994 in losing to Senator Dianne 
Feinstein and has said he may run 
in the recall election. If her ex-hus- 
band runs or a prominent Demo- 
crat like Feinstein enters the race, 
Huffington says she'll stay out. 
Feinstein has said she will not run. 

Both Huffington and Camejo 
support a recall of Davis, and call 
the Democratic strategy of falling 
in line behind the governor “irre- 
sponsible.” 

“Rolling the dice and letting 
the Republicans do to California 
what they have done to the nation 
is not a risk this state can afford to 
take,” says Huffington. 

While the Democrats strategy 
may be a “political suicide pact,” 
as some have called it, the state's 
Republican Party has been on a 
slow suicide mission itself. Politi- 
cal infighting and disorganization 
has moved California's GOP appa- 
ratus to the far right even as the 
state's electorate has become in- 
creasingly liberal. 

Today, the Republicans do not 
hold a single statewide office in 
California, and many believe their 
only remedy is to recall the un- 
popular Davis. But only 35 percent 
of the state's voters are registered 


Republicans, and they may split 
their vote among a number of can- 
didates. 

Conservatives have bank- 
rolled the recall effort, but Davis' 
political future may lie in winning 
back traditional Democrats. A re- 
cent poll shows he's got much work 
to do: 30 percent of Democrats 
support the recall, as do 18 percent 
of those who identify themselves 
as liberal and 49 percent of Latinos, 
a constituency usually solidly be- 
hind Democrats. 

Wary of his deteriorating base, 
Davis has turned sharply left. The 
centrist governor now uses the 
term “progressive” to describe his 
views and, in an effort to woo 
Latinos, he has backtracked on pre- 
vious opposition to a bill allowing 
undocumented immigrants to re- 
ceive a driver's license. 

Whether Davis can shore up 
his shaky support among Demo- 
crats and Latinos remains to be 
seen. However, whether these vot- 
ers back or oppose the recall, they 
will also vote for a potential re- 
placement. Unlikely to vote Re- 
publican, many of these could end 
up with Camejo or Huffington. 

Mike Feinstein, a former 
Green Party mayor of Santa Mo- 
nica, Calif., believes that half or 
more of the Democrats who turn 
out to vote will cast their ballot for 
either Camejo or Huffington. If the 
Republicans split their votes and 
no prominent Democrat runs, 
Feinstein thinks the numbers are 
there for an upset. 

“I personally do not support 
the recall,” Feinstein says. “But as 
incredible as it may be, we may 
have a real shot at getting a pro- 
gressive elected governor. We 
could win with 15 or 20 percent of 
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the vote.” 

Win or not, the Greens view 
the recall election as a “can't-lose” 
proposition. 

Ross Mirkarimi, a Green Party 
strategist in San Francisco, says 
that even a “good showing” by the 
united front could have a long-term 
positive effect by shaking up the 
Democratic Party, forcing them to 
build bridges with the Greens. 

“The Democrats have been 
spiraling into a milquetoast party 
where they are no longer even the 
loyal opposition,” says Mirkarimi. 
“They are troubled and acting like 
amateurs by taking their aggres- 
sions out on the Green Party, try- 
ing to extinguish us, when they 
should be seeking to build alliances 
with us."s2 


tem by wresting power away from 
an English-speaking elite, which 
had been in control. Eventually. the 
Parti Quebecois passed Bill 101. a 
milestone in linguistic laws for the 
province. One of the most contro- 
versial aspects of the law is article 
52, which states that business signs 
in English can only be half the size 
of their French translations. 

Fear of English pushed the 
government in France to act in the 
defense of French. To counteract 
the popularity of songs in English 
being broadcast on the radio, the 
government passed a law stating 
that at least 40% of the songs must 
be French. A similar law was 
passed about movies. 

Other countries are feeling 
similar repercussions and adopting 
French strategies to preserve their 
language. Brazil's Lower House of 
Congress passed a bill to ban the 
use of English terms such as “cof- 
fee break.” “fast food.” “shop- 
ping," etc., from Portuguese. If the 
bill becomes law, foreign words 
will be effectively banned in Bra- 
zil, except for indigenous lan- 
guages and scientific and intellec- 
tual terms already included in Por- 
tuguese dictionaries. 

Ironically, while other coun- 
tries try to protect their languages 
from being overcome by English, 
the U.S. has used legislation to pro- 
tect it from an invasion of Span- 
ish. Twenty-six American states 
have passed laws declaring English 
the oficial language. 

Do laws protect a language or 
do they serve merely as symbols? 

In the U.S., English-only laws 
have been primarily symbolic with 
few practical effects. Certainly, 
Spanish is still vibrant in the US, 
including those states that declared 
English their official language. 

History tells us that language 
laws have little impact, for people 
will learn whatever language is 
necessary to succeed. When Ro- 
man soldiers arrived in Spain more 
than two thousand years ago, the 
local people began learning Latin 
because they saw in 1t something 
of value. Eventually, the Latin spo- 
ken by Roman soldiers, merchants, 
and bureaucrats evolved and be- 
came what we now know as Span- 
ish. The same thing happened in 
France and other countries such as 


Portugal and Rumania where Latin 
supplanted the local languages. 

On the other hand, if a lan- 
guage loses its practicality, there is 
probably not a lot anyone can do 
to defend it. Irish laws did not man- 
age to assure the survival of Gaelic. 
Although it is the first official lan- 
guage of the country, the use of 
Gaelic is limited and only a small 
percentage of the population 
speaks it. The Irish would have 
loved to get rid of English, the last 
vestige of English imperialism. 
Yet, when the country became in- 
dependent in the early twentieth 
century, the oppressor’s language 
was maintained. English became 
the de facto language of Ireland 
because the people saw advantages 
in it Which Gaelic lacked. 

Protecting a language from the 
"attacks" of another can be best 
accomplished through action 
which has little to do with laws. As 
they often say, the best defense is 
offense. Speakers of "threatened" 
languages need to add value to 
their languages in some way. They 
need to make them desirable. Jew- 
ish settlers did it in Israel by reviv- 
ing Hebrew because of religion and 
politics. The common language 
gave speakers of many different 
languages a unifying force. 

Perhaps the best example of 
adding value to a minority lan- 
guage is represented by the 
Florentine of the 14th century. 
When Dante wrote his Divine 
Comedy he chose-the vernacular 
instead of Latin, the prestigious 
and international language of his 
time. The high literary quality of 
Dante's words in the Divine Com- 
edy gave the Florentine dialect a 
prestige and power which turned 
it into the national language of Italy 
long before the country became 
unified in the 19th century. If you 
are trying to defend your language, 
laws won't do much, but a great 
poet might help. Any other Dantes 
out there?

Giuliani's proposals 
could lead to decrease 
in Mexico City crime 


Mexico City, (EFE).- Former 
New York Mayor Rudy Giuliani 
has submitted a package of rec 
ommendations to Mexico City 
officials designed to reduce crime 
in the capital by 10 percent each 
year, Public Security Secretary 
Marcelo Ebrard said Thursday. 

On Thursday. Ebrard an- 
nounced the package of 146 rec- 
ommendations made by Giuliani's 
office to modernize the police, re- 
form the legal system and estab- 
lish ties with residents to combat 
crime in Mexico City. 

Giuliani's proposals are de- 
signed to decrease the high crime 
rate in the capital, one of the 
world's most dangerous cities ac- 
cording to international statistics. 

Some 20 million people live 
in metropolitan Mexico City. 

According to official data, 
more than 500 crimes are reported 
in the capital every day, but unof- 
ficial estimates indicate the num- 
ber could be much higher as many 
crimes go unreported because of 
a lack of public confidence in the 
police. 

With $4 million in funding 
from a group of Mexican busi- 
nessmen, Mexico City officials 
hired Giuliani at the end of 2002 
to conduct a study on crime in the 
capital and propose recommenda- 
tions to combat it. 

Ebrard said Thursday that the 


proposals concentrate on five spe- 
cific areas. 

The secretary noted that some 
of the proposals have already been 
put into action, but it is important 
to increase legal resources to 1m- 
prove the efficiency of the city’s 
police force as soon as possible. 

“The Mexico City police are 
currently working blindfolded. It's 
predictable and measurable.” 
Ebrard said. 

He insisted officers need bet- 
ter training in investigation pro- 
cedures, access to the records of 
suspected criminals and the re- 
sources to conduct undercover 
operations. 

Among Giuliani's recommen- 
dations are modernizing police 
technical teams, using the Com 
Stat information system employed 


by New York City since 1994 to | 


check criminal records and in- 
creasing electronic surveillance in 
the city. 

In addition, a thorough re- 
vamping of the justice system is 
suggested to speed the judicial 
process, fight corruption and im- 
punity and promote respect for the 
law. 

Ebrard said the most visible 
results of these measures will be 
seen within four years, as they 
were in New York City under the 
Zero Tolerance plan initiated by 
Giuliani to combat crime.s2

Struggling for Funding 

It costs more than $60.000 to 
run the program,and a sixth course 
in AP Calculus will be added in 
2004. This year, the federally- 
funded S.J.U.S.D. Gear-up Pro- 
gram paid for 3 instructors. 

Roberto Chavez explains, 
“The majority of the students are 
low income. At least 50% are from 
underrepresented groups such as 
women and Latinos. Except for a 
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few who paid the $1200 tuition. the 
fee is waived. These students are 
given a Luis Valdez Scholarship 
and must complete 120 hours of 
community service by May 31, 
2004. “The intent of this scholar- 
ship is to teach the message that 
we're helping you and we expect 
for you to reach back and help 
someone else.” says the Founder.
